DETAILED ACTION 

The last Office action is hereby withdrawn in view of the Amendment to the claims. 
However, a new ground of rejection is cited herein, in view of the IDS submitted in. 

Claims 21 and 23-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being antcipated by 
JP-5-78446 of record on 1449. 

The reference discloses a cyanate ester of the formula (1) (see Abstract, page 
23, formula three and the last one). In these formulae, if n=1 , Ar2 is unsubstituted 
phenyl and Ar1 is substituted m-phenyl then the instant claims are read on these of the 
prior art. 

Claims 21-23-24 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over *Srinivasan et al of record on 1449**. 

The reference discloses the effect of back-bone chemistry & functional 
termination on the miscibility/phase behavior in blends of bisphenol-A based cyanate 
ester. 

In Scheme 3, the reference discloses the synthesis of hydroxyl functional 
poly(arylene ether ketone). 

The disclosure of the reference differs from the instant claims in that said 
poly(arylene ether ketone) in the reference is terminated by a hydroxyl group, instead of 
a -CN group, as in claim 26. 

However, the reference does disclose a similar component, a poly(arylene ether 
sulfone) terminated by a hydroxyl group, which can be converted into a -CN group (see 
Scheme 2). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
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apply the cited conditions in Scheme 2 into Scheme 3 since they have been shown to 
be effective in a similar system and thus would have been expected to provide 
adequate results. There is no showing of unexpected results derived from said use.
